Police body cams

Deciding to outfit police officers with 
body cameras is a more complicated 

a uniform and hitting the On button, says 
Ontario's privacy commissioner. 

“There are a number of privacy and 
security issues that have to be worked out,” 
Brian Beamish said recently, after speak¬ 
ing on emerging trends surrounding pri¬ 
vacy and digital information at Brock Uni- 

“They are not insurmountable, but they 
do have to be figured out." 

Beamish said while the advantage of 
having the cameras for transparency and 
accountability reasons is obvious, there are 
a number of details to be carefully mapped 

“When are the cameras on? When are 
they not? Who has access to that informa¬ 


tion? How is that data stored? How will it be 
used?” he said. 

“There are also circumstances where 
information about members of the public, 
which should be private, will be recorded. 
So you also have to deal with that.” 

Niagara Regional Police considered a 
body camera pilot project, following in 
the footsteps of the Toronto police service 
which has launched one. 

However, the police services board 
recently voted to put a local study on hold. 
The issue was shuffled to the board’s tech¬ 
nology committee for reviewwhile the NRP 

Beamish said most police services are 
watching the Toronto project closely before 
moving to put cameras on their officers.

Cops crack down on sidewalk 
cyclists 

Niagara Regional Police recently cracked 
down on cyclists and e-bikers who use 
sidewalks. 

On Thursday, the NRP’s special 
enforcement unit conducted "operation 
sidewalk sweep" in St. Catharines’ 
downtown core. 

Uniformed officers on service-issued 
bicycles set out to enforce sidewalk-use 
laws relating to power-assisted bicycles 
(e-bikes) as well as cyclists. 

Police say they deal with many 


complaints from merchants about the 
safety of customers, and others who exit 
stores on St. Paul St. 

The NRP says it isn't uncommon for 
a pedestrian to be struck and at times 
injured by a cyclist riding on the sidewalk. 

Police issued 15 tickets on Thursday. 
Several more cyclists were instructed 
about responsible cycling and proper 
safety equipment. 

The NRP reminds cyclists to use the 
road, and not the sidewalk, when riding. 
Cyclists are subject to the same rules and 
penalties as a motorist.
